Mr. Lloyd George has publicly stated, on various occasions 
lotely, that the sitnation as regarda the mraitiona output is, to all 
intenta and purposes, satisfactory; and the beginnings of o very 
practical confirmation of his assertion ore now. coming through by 
wire, more aa hints than aa definite and connected etatement>. The 
time ia not far distant, however, when we in the Colonies qill be 
looking for news thot consict of something more than hints. 
Months ago wo wero told that farther auccesa depended entirely on 
the aupply of war materisl. . We were told also what could have 
been accomplished long befoe,, had it not been for the dearth of 
that material. The enemy, it was said, would bave been cleared out 
of Belgium, ond the Allies ould have been in Germany! 

- To ag oat hero it seems incredible that the public can have been 
allowed to remain in igrorance of the condition of sffsira; that i 
wag nos till an aotold nomber. of our men-had ‘perished that tbe 
Home Government took upon itself to open the publio’s eyes to the 
great néed that it was faced with. Unfortunately, a3 we observed at 
the time,:tho Government's delay in thie meter puto Grat-clasa 
excuse into.the mouths of the malcontentaand strikers at Home, who 
immediately sheltered themeelves behind the ignorance to which 
the.authorities had condemned them snd others. A mild panio 
arog, which was really no bad thing for the country, and, though 
many of the qualified workmen in whose hands lay the real respon- 
sibility for the output atill hankered after 6 spell of idleness on the 
atrike pay that ig so dear to their souls, there were plenty of amateurs 
ready to come forward to offer what help they could.
